A motion was made by 
Councilman John W. Sharpless 
that a letter be written to the 
Water and Electric Board re~ 
questing that all plugs be 
checked and repaired as soon 
as possible, Councilman 
Jimmy Wise seconded the mo- 
tion, and all approved, 
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at Elba High School, and a 
participant in the Student Gov- 
ernment Day this week reported 
to the council on the impres- 
sions of the students. Their 
main concern was the condition 
of the recreation centers, and 
the lack of enforcement of the 
rules, He noted that if the 
rules were enforced at the

A BILL

to amend Act 548, H, 1146, 
1976 Regular Session, which 
relates to voter reidentifica- 
tion, so as to allow voter 
reidentification on election 
days, to prescribe said pro- 
cedure and to authorize the 
appointment of certain deputy 
registrars to perform such 
reidentification, 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE 
LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA 

Section 1, Sections 5 and 
7 of Act No, 548, H, 1146, 
1976 Regular Session, which 
relates to voter reidentifica- 
tion in Coffee County, are 
hereby amended to read as 
follows: 

‘Section 5, A qualified 
élector may reidentify himself 


in any one of ine following 
ways: (a) He may reideptify 
himself by appearing in per- 
son at the office of the board 
of registrars or the judge of 
probate of Coffee County and 
answering such questions and 
Submitting such proof as may 
reasonably be required by the 
board of registrars, the judge 
of probate or one of its or his 
duly authorized employees to 
establish his identity and place 
of legal residence and that he 
has not become disqualified 
from voting in such county, 
The judge of probate shall de- 
liver all completed question- 
naires to the chairman of the 
board of registrars once a 
month, (b) He may reidentify 
himself by filling in and mail- 
ing to the office of the board 
of registrars the completed 
answers to such questions as 
may reasonably be propounded 
and mailed to him in a writ- 
ten questionnaire by the

The Coffee County Commis- 
Sion met in regular session on 
Monday, April 10, at the 
courthouse in Enterprise, and 
in an unexpected move, voted

County Engineer Leslie

Hornsby made the 
motion, it was seconded by 
Smith, and passed unanimous- 
ly without further discussion, 

The sudden move to stop 
the policy was apparently pr- 
ompted when new subidivions 
in the county began asking for 
free pipe. The commissioners 
were faced with a problem - 
either give it to everyone or 
stop it. The commission 
chose to stop the policy ef- 
fective immediately, The pipe 
cutoff will not affect those 
residents which have already 
made requests, 

Mullins stated his depart- 
ment Simply couldn’t afford to 
continue giving away pipe, and 
estimated the savings to his 
department would be between 
$25 - 30,000 annually, Mullins 
Stated the Highway Department 
will sell pipe to residents and 
will cover the pipe at no 
charge if the resident pro- 
vides the dirt, 

The bi-monthly meeting 
actually began at 10;00 a.m,

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Sheriff Neil Grantham met 
with the commission and pre- 
sented it with the State Fire 
Marshall’s report, Sheriff 
Grantham reported that five 
of the 10 violations had been 
corrected, Violations shill pre- 
sent are: (1) provide a second 
exit from the second floor; (2) 
provide automatic closure for 
kitchen door and fire door; 
(3) Install automatic fire 
extinguisher over stove; 
(4) remove and prohibit all 
extension cords, and (5) in- 
stall a new ceiling in the boil- 
er room, 

Grantham stated the jail now 
holds 33 prisoners, of which 
18 are state prisoners, A 
total of 10 other prisoners are 
on loan to other less-crowded 
jails in the area, 

Sheriff Grantham informed 
the commission that four Sher- 
iff’s Department cars have over 
100,000 miles of use, but 
added all are in good shape, 
He reported a new car called 
for in the budget would not be 
necessary, Continuing, Gran- 
tham stated his deputies had 
delivered over 10,400 war- 
rants and writs since Jan- 
uary, This is a 300% increase 
Since the new court system 
came into effect, 


In a surprise request, 
Grantham asked permission to 
have the toll-free telephone 
line at the jail disconnécted, 
Grantham felt the phone had 
been misused, and received per- 
mission to remove it, He 
emphasized that if help is 
needed, people should call the 
jail and a deputy will be dis- 
patched immediately, 


District Court Judge Gary 
McAlily requested the commis- 
sion provide the court’s bailiff 
with a car to serve papers 
and pick up witnesses and ju- 
rors, The commision told 
Judge McAlily to meet with 
Sheriff Grantham to check out 
the availability of a car, 


Mr, Johnny Vaughan, rep- 
resenting the County Board of 
Education, asked the commis-~ 
Sion for assistance in grading 
land in preparation for build- 
ing a new elementary school 
in New Brockton, The work 
would take 3 days to com- 
plete, and the request was 
approved unanimously, 


Enginer Mullins received 
permission to require all 
county vehicles (except three) 
to be parked at the county gar- 
age when not in use, Mullins 
Stated “Effective April 2. 
no vehicles will be used ex- 
cept on county business and 
all county vehicles will be 
parked at the county garage 
except during working hours. 
Only three employees will 
continue using vehicles 24 
hours a day. They are 
Engineer Mullins, Mr, Ver- 
tice Hickman and Mr, Pres- 
ton Leverett. These men will 
be on call 24 hours a day and 
need the vehicles at all times,

met in a regular monthly meet- 
ing last Thursday afternoon with 
all members present except 
vice-chairman Russell Cash, 

Charian Doug Martin enter- 
tained a motion to pay the bills 
that were presented by Super- 
intendent Elmer Taylor afterr 
Taylor said all were routine 
and there were-no unusual 
bills in the group.

The Board approved Mrs,
